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Chipping Away at Our Parks 


Both Sides Optimistic About Algeria-France Trouble 


When the city was looking for a site for 


the new Jefferson school in 1949-50 it final- 
ly settled (after considerable argument) on 
the northwest corner of Pierce park. Op- 
ponents of the move warned that taking 
park land for other city uses was setting a 
precedent that would plague the city 
fathers in years to come. 


These forebodings have proven out. with 


a vengeance. When it was decided that a 
swimming pool should be built on. the 
south side, the committeemen looking for 
a site first wanted to use part of the mu- 
nicipal golf coarse (part of the park sys- 
tem), and when they were forced to aban- 
don that idea they then decided Telulah 
park would do nicely. Only when both 
these sites had been proven impractical did 
the committee members start thinking 
about buying land for the pool site. 


Now comes the principal of-Roosevelt 


Junior High school with a proposal to use 
the southeast corner of Erb park for an ath- 
letic field for the school, so that the area 
now used for that purpose can be used for 
expansion of the school's plant. And the 
words were hardly out of his mouth before 
two aldermen and the fire chief decided the 
northwest corner of the same park would 
make a dandy site for a fire station. 


Appleton's park system today has al- 


most exactly the same acreage as it did 10 
years ago, yet the city's population has 
grown between 40 and 50 per cent in that 
period. The number of park acres per 1,000 
population has shrunk from over four acres 
to less than three during that decade. Thus 
our park system actually has been shrink- 
ing before our very eyes, and now come 
all these people with proposals to slice away 
large chunks from the few parks we have! 


Government economy is fine, but it is 


not economy to subtract from one of our 
city's finest assets — it's park system — to 
provide "free"* land for other city projects. 
Such land is not free at all. of course: %ve 
merely take a city asset out of one pocket 
and put it in another. This kind of "econo- 
my" could prove just as disastrous for the 
citj" in the long run as the economy fixation 
of another era which left the city with a 
decrepit school plant at the end of World 
War H. 


One of the principal reasons this is a 


beautiful city is its lovely tree-shaded parks; 
the more we divert park land for other uses 
and cut down trees that have been years 
growing, the more we destroy Appleton's 
beauty. We should be thinking of acquiring 
more and bigger parks, instead of chipping 
away at the ones we have. 


'French Wines are Still Good' 


„ Some weeks ago Author Jean-Paul 
Sartre remarked that 'the real government 
is in Algeria."' The continued defiance of 
army leaders in Algeria toward the vacillat- 
ing government in Paris lends truth to the 
observation. If General Charles De" Gaulle 
had been 20 years younger and possessed 
half the drive for power that his enemies 
credit him with, he could have taken over 
France last week.

His Match", is a sad example of partisanism 
parting company with good sense- 


Rep. Byrnes risked using the rather child- 


ish campaign device of attempting to make 
a normal legislative procedure appear as 
something sinful. 
Reduced to the simple 


absurdity it is. the representative has ac- 
cused Sen. Proxmire of favoring in specific 
instances the spending of money and of cut- 
ting taxes. 


If it is wrong for a legislator to favor either, 


then the representative himself has been a 
great sinner indeed. On that basis, scrutiny 
of the representative's legislative record re- 
veals him so much the spendthrift as to 
make the Sen. Proxmire pictured by him 
seen downright miserly. A few samples 
from Byrnes' record should suffice. 


On June 27, 1955. he favored spending over 


eight billion dollars. In three weeks of that 
June he wanted to spend over 71 billions 
and from May 12 to July 12. 1S55. he wanted 
to spend over 111 billions, nearly five times 
the amount he claims Proxmire wanted to 
spend. 


A few other random examples of his rec- 


ord show him on May 13. 1953. as wanting 
to give away 40 billions in federal offshore 
oil lands to a few states and, on July 23, 
1954. as wanting to grant to a few com- 
panies billions of the taxpayers' dollars in- 
vested in government non-military patents. 
Three days later he wanted to grant to a few 
companies the results of more billions of tax- 
payers' dollars invested in atomic energy 
development. 


Did he ever

money?- O, yes. For example, on April 28, 
1953, he opposed the spending of 3.7 mil- 
lions for rural electrification transmission 
lines; on May 20, 1953, he opposed spending 


55 millions in soil conservation payments to 
the farmers, and on July 13.1953. he opposed 
spending 1.3 billions for the Atomic Energy 
commission, TVA, and tne Bureau of Re- 
clamation- 


Did he ever favor tax reduction? I regret 


deeply the need to distress the Post-Crescent 
with the news that he did so on a number 
of occasions. For example, on July 10. 
1953. he wanted to eliminate 800 millions of 
taxes by preventing extension of the*- excess 
profits tax for 6 months. On March 19. 1954. 
he opposed ending the dividend tax credit 
given to 8 per cent of our people and opposed 
an. income tax exemption increase which 
would have helped millions of small income 
taxpayers. 
He seemed much readier to 


spend money than to save. 


It is obvious to most citizens not bereft 


of their good sense by extreme partisanism 
that the basic issue in legislation is not how 
much a legislator wants to spend or to save 
but for what purpose and for whose interest. 
On this basis, Proxmire gains in stature and 
Byrnes loses. 


One wonders at the representative's pitiful 


attempt to attack the senator on the subject 
of government finance, a field in which the 
senator has shown a specialized knowledge. 
Could the representative be trying to divert 
our attention from his own very curious 
legislative record? 


One wonders also at the Post-Crescent's 


reckless reference 
to Sen.

"wild" and "unthinking"'. After examining 
Byrnes' record and observing the Post-Cres- 
cent's applause of his recent antics, one 
must conclude that "wild" and "unthinking" 
are adjectives fitting more aptly the repre- 
sentative and the Post-Crescent editorialist.

Daily Exercise 
May Ward Off 
Heart Attack 


Medic Says Active 
Men Live Longer 
Than Quiet Types 
Philadelphia —a*— The man 


who gets daily exercise keeps 
his heart's plumbing ready for 
the crisis that might otherwise 
cause a heart attack, a Xe\v 
Ybrk doctor said Tuesday. 


Men who led inactive lives 


died at a younger age than 
men who led physically active 
lives, said Dr. David M. Spain, 
surgical pathologist at Colum- 
bia university. 


This was a major finding of 


his study of 1,500 sudden deaths 
in Westchester County, X.Y. 
The survey was reported to the 
National Tuberculosis associa- 
tion, composed of doctors inter- 
ested in many diseases of the 
chest. 


Comparing men of like age 


groups. Dr. Spain found little 
difference in the amount of 
thickening or rusting of the ar- 
teries or pipes supplying blood 
to the heart. It didn't seem to 
matter whether a person had 
led an active life or not. 


What did seem to matter was 


this: The active person seemed 
to have better supplementary 
pipes that helped detour bfood 
around blocked or narrowed 
arteries. 


Vessels Clogged 


You could Assume that daily 


physical activity helped a per- 
son develop these supplemen- 
tary blood lines, even though 
his regular blood vessels were 
becoming clogged just as much 
as the inactive person, Dr. 
Spain said. 


On the other hand, the inac- 


tive person didn't seem to de~ 
velop t h e s e supplementary- 
blood lines and his heart's cir- 
culation system was less able 
to stand the added strain of a 
crisis. This would cause a heart 
attack. 


A fat-rich protein - like ma- 


terial was causing a newly 
discovered disease of the lung, 
another group of doctors re- 
ported.
